DEAR DR. LAWRENCE: "I 


need a partial plate but I gag 
so much it's impossible to 
take an impression. Is there a 
sedative I can take, or could I 
be given pentothal for a few 
minutes while the impression 
is taken?" 


ANSWER—Gag reflexes are 


so pronounced in some pa- 
tients that they are triggered 
by the slightest stimulus. Gag- 
ging may even begin at home 
by merely thinking about im- 
pression-taking. 


But it has never been an in- 


surmountable problem. Seda- 
tives or tranquilizers taken 
the night prior to and the day 
of your dental visit are of 
great help. Of course, they 
should be taken only on ad- 
vice of physician or dentist. 


There are many technical 


things that dentists can do to 
prevent gag reflex from inter- 
fering with taking perfect 
impressions. An impression 
tray can be specially cut and 
fitted to the shape of arch, 
size of mouth and position of 
teeth. Only those areas to be 
reproduced 
by 
impression 


need be covered. Gagging 
areas are avoided. 


Gagging areas, hard and 


soft palates mainly, can be 
desensitized by s w a b b i n g 


them with t o p i c a l "novo- 
caine." These topical anes- 
thetics act quickly and sharply 
reduce feeling in these tissues. 


Patients must be told ex- 


actly what to expect. Anxiety 
of patient can be relieved by 
reassurance that an impres- 
sion can be taken accurately 
and quickly without causing 
them to choke or swallow im- 
pression material. Also impor- 
tant are instructions to pa- 
tient in proper breathing, po- 
sition of tongue, and making 
a conscious effort to com- 
pletely relax. 


Impression 
materials are 


now available that "set" in 
less than 60 seconds. Some 
are tasteless and some fla- 
vored slightly with spearmint 
or peppermint. They even 
look good. Someone said they 
look "good enough to eat," 
and "they'd make a delightful 
looking frosting on a cake." 


Sitting patient in an up- 


right position lessens actual 
and imagined feeling of chok- 
ing and of impression mate- 
rial running down the throat.

(NEA) — The Indianapolis 500 
is the Kentucky Derby with 
horsepower instead of horses. 
And maybe everything on a 
slightly larger scale. 


The crowd's bigger — 300,- 


000 w i l l be clustered in, 
around and over the old brick- 
yard, and that's a realistic es- 
timate because there are 201,- 
000 actual seats. The cars go 
faster, naturally—powered by 
t h o s e 550-to-600-horsepower 
engines. The j o c k e y s , of 
course, are also bigger—A. J. 
Foyt, for instance, would fit 
snugly into a pro football uni- 
form. 


Even the money f o r the 


winner is more — last year, 
Graham Hill (and associates) 
pocketed a cool $156,297, two- 
thirds of it put up by the 
speedway, the rest in acces- 
sory prizes and coolly whis- 
tled, "It's almost ridiculous 
in comparison to what I nor- 
mally get paid for winning in 
Europe. The financial rewards 
of Indianapolis outstrip any- 
thing else in motor racing to- 
day.® 


Hill's victory made it two 


in a row for foreign drivers, 
the first crackthrough in 50 
years by European drivers 
since Dario Resta won in 1916. 
Which brought up the inter- 


field of 33 starters—all except 
Clark made it in faster time 
than a year ago. So maybe hp 
isn't a magician." 


Clark, almost six miles an 


hour behind Andretti's speed, 
wound up in the 16th posi- 
tion, or the sixth row. Hill 
and Jackie Stewart, another 
fine British driver, didn't even 
qualify until absolutely t h e 
last testing day as they had 
trouble with their initial cars 
and had to use substitute ve- 
hicles. 


It could have been embar- 


rassing for defending cham- 
pion Hill, who chirped, when 
he pulled up a winner at the 
pits last year. "It's not really 
much of a challenge.

phrey says he's happy in bis 
job, thankful for bis good health 
and optimistic about the world's 
future.

Hill office and described his 
personal creed as:

right, regardless of 


whether people like it or not. 
That's what counts." 


The vice president,

cheeked and bouncy as ever, 
said he feels as young and ener- 
getic as he did 10 years ago. His 
greatest personal desire, he 
said, is to be in as good health 
at age 57 as he Is now. 


"I'm a happy guy and I don't 


have

tions," he said, then added: 
"But in public life I'd like to see 
things get done faster" in the 
field of social legislation.
